trade in green vegetables larger than 
ever known here before. ^Last spring's 
ha'd freeze killed most of the early crop 
IQ the South so that as a consequence 
replanting the first crop was much later 
than usual. It was so htte when the 
first crop was finally out of the way 
that maay growers found it impractic 
able to try for the usual second crop 
Tbia left the ground clear »nd the op- 
portunity has been taken advantage of 
by the growers in many sections for the 
raising of a crop to be marketed during 
the closing months of the year. Ordinar- 
ily February brings the earliest Southern 
vegetables to this and other Northern 
markets that depend upon Texas and 
other states on the Western part of the j 
Gulf for supplies. 
This season the 


early crop will be here two or three 
months in advance of tho customary 
time, and it will be quite a novelty for 
this maiket to get green vegetables of 
any consequence at thia unusual season. 
Some late crops ot tomatoes in the 
South may also give Northern markets 
another class oi vegetables out of the 
ordinary season.

1 do not feel 
able now to indicate any date or time 
when territorial autonomy may be im- 
planted and the people left to regulate 
their own affairs. Experience only 
can be relied on for the data to war- 
rant an opinion. There are many 
changes in the methods of administra- 
tion and iu judicial procedure that 
must be made and reforms matured 
before the inhabitants of Porto Rico 
should be vested with the powers and 
responsibilities! of self-government. 


"Now but a small part of the inhabi- 


tants can read and write. Some esti- 
mate the ratio as low as from ten to 
fifteen per cent. As respects illiter- 
acy the proportion here cannot be 
materially different from what It was 
among the native New Mexicans when 
that territory was annexed to the Uni- 
ted States in 1847 Although half a 
century has elapsed since Gen. George 
Kearney promulgated a civil code for 
New Mexico and a territorial Govern- 
ment was authorized in 1850, this ter- 
ritory has not yet secured from Con- 
gress a recognition of its capacity for 
State government. 


"I am happy to say that so far the 


people of the island have given me, as 
they have my predecessors, their most 
cordial support and co-opeiation, and 
although the task is, of necessity, a 
difficult one, to implant an American 
growth upon a stock of most ancient 
origin, the progress effected in the 
year of American occupancy encour- 
ages the hope that the belief that the 
final result will be successful." 


Gen. 
Davis calls attention to his 


eiroular issued Aug. 15, regarding re- 
forms in the island. In this circular 
Gen. 
Davis announced the policy ot 


the United States with reference to 
the island and the form of government 
proposed Until Congress should make 
laws for the government of the people 
of Porto Rico.

THE SING SING FIRE. 


Twenty-Eight Convicts Were Carried 


Out of the Hospital. 


Sing Sing, Nov. 1 —For four hours 


and a half the fire was raging in Sing 
Sing Prison before it was under con- 
trol. 


Next to the bakery stood the new 


administration building. The first and 
second floors were used as chapela, 
the third as a hospital 
The flames 


from the bakeshop caught on the cor- 
nice of the administration building. 
Before they could be extinguished the 
entire top had fallen in The upper 
part of the hospital building which ad- 
joins the bakeshop, was gutted. 


Twenty-eight sick 
convicts, who 


were in the hospital, were carried out 
by the firemen. 


The guards and keepers at the pen- 


itentiary were organized, and began 
fighting the fire with the apparatus in 
the prison 
Word was telegraphed to Peekskill 


and Tarrytown, and engine companies 
were hastily dispatched from those 
towns. 
The Sing Sing Fire Depart- 


ment had been first to respond. They 
were reinforced by a number of volun- 
teers from the village, who formed 
bucket brigades. 
The convicts in the 


main prison were at no time ic danger 
and were kept locked in their cells. 
They were aroused oy the excitement, 
however, aa<l the news that the prison 
was burning quickly spread from cell 
to cell. Many of them pounded on their 
doors pleading to be released, 
but 


Warden Johnson declared he would 
not give the order unt'l it was abso- 
luiely necessary to do so 
The sick 


convicts were carried out of the hos- 
pital by the guards and firemen. There 
was plenty of time, and all of them got 
out in safety. 
The cause of the fire is not known. 


The loss was $50,000. There was no 
insurance.

He announces Gen. Young's objective 
as San Joso and Carranglan, which 
are considerably to the north of San 
Isidro and slightly to the northeast 
of Cabanatuan that Gen Young moved 
and from Gen. Otis's cable despatch 
it is apparent that he is moving in 
two sections, one of which has gone 
due west to Algiaga, following the Fil- 
ipino forces that evacuated Cabana- 
tuan.

main column and will move to Tala- 
vera, a little to the north west of Ca- 
banatuan 
From there the road to 


San Jose is in a northeasterly direc- 
tion. Carran$lan is about forty miles 
from Cabanatuan, but with its oc- 
cupancy the American forces will once 
more be on the flank of AguinaHo's 
army, taking it for granted that he 
has moved from Tarlac to Bayambang. 


It is believed at the War Depart- 


ment that now that Gen Otis has a 
large force of men in the islands he 
will hurry reinforcements to Genenal 
Lawton so that he can send a strnng 
expedition toward Tarlac.

Otis's despatch is as follows:

Coroner Bousch has decided to itr 
sue warrants for the arrest of the 
pilot of the Chicsgo and the pilot of 
the City of Augusta, which rammed 
the ferryboat. 
The pilots will be accused of man' 
slaughter In causing the death of John 
Bryson, the mail wagon driver, who 
was drowned. 


Captain Daggett of the City of 


Augusta has been arrested and held 
In $10,000 bail and the captain of the 
Chicago will be placed under arrest as 
soon as he can be located. 


Several more persons who were 


known or supposed to have been on 
the Chicago have not yet been ac- 
counted for and they may have lost 
their lives while trying to reach shore. 


The missing are: Charles M'Curdy, 


of Brooklyn, driver for a milk dealer; 
believed to have been on the Chicago 
with truck and two horses- has not 
been seen since the collision; has wife 
and two children 
Unknown negro, 


grabbed Sailor Oelsen by the throat 
and he struck him twice in the face 
to save himself from drowning He 
did not see the negro again

Vroom, fireman on the

Jumped into the river and not since 
heard of. 
George H'ggins, clerk, of 
Jersey City; supposed to have been 
on the Chicago; has not been seen by 
his family.

The blame for the collision has not 


been fixed. The night was quiet, and 
the river was not crowded with craft. 
Both vessels were out in the stream, 
and there was no question of backing 
out of slips The crew of the two ves- 
sels conversed from deck to deck.

where signals were disregarded when 
all of nature's elements were most 
favorable for the correct interpretation 
of the signs'by which human lives are 
supposed to be secured from the per- 
ils of both sea and land Even the 
rescues were carried on with the aid 
of electric lights :>shore and on the 
boats which quickly swarmed about.

The brewery is about two miles from 
Police Headquarters and McCullom 
ran the distance to give the alarm. 


There is no clue to the men. It is 


believed by the police, however, that 
they are a gang of ex-convicts from 
Sing Sing prison.

The Irish Futileer. Are Among The 


Captured Troops—Caught in a Trap 
Laid For Them by The Boers—An* 
ether Battle Has Been Fought Near 
Ladysmith. 


London, Nov. 1^—The disaster to the 


British forces under Gen. White at 
Ladysmitb Is the sole topic of conver- 
sation'at the clubs here. People in 
tbe streets stop and discuss it to the 
exclusion of all other subjects. The 
general opinion seems to be that the 
reverse is, a very serious one. It is 
also said that it shows that the Brit- 
ish officer is no match for the Boers 
in strategy, and that the present war 
is like experiences of the early set- 
tlers in America with the Indians. 
The British officers apparently tumble 
headlong into ambuscades and traps 
cunningly devised by their wily foe. 


There is a divergence of opinion ia 


military circles as to whether General 
White had better withdraw from 
Ladysmlth and fall back on Pieter- 
maritzburg, the Capital of Natal, or 
act strictly oa the defensive until be 
is relieved by Gen. Buller.

"The truth is we ware outnumbered by 
what we must adiait wan a well equip- 
ped, cleverly bandied enemy, so that 
White, in trying to defend Ladysmith, 
was attempting the impossible. The 
effect of this disaster will be very 
serious. White's little army has been 
decimated by a loss of more than one- 
tenth its full strength. We hope the 
War Office will let us know the worst 
at once. 
"There seems grave reason to be- 


Hove that we have never yet heard the 
whole truth about the disaster which 
befell our troops which 'were sur- 
rounded and cut off by the Boers at 
Dundee." 


Shells Drop in Ladysmith. 


London, Nov. 1.—Dispatches from 


Cnpe Town say that the Boers renew- 
ed tbe attack at Ladysmith and that 
shells have dropped in that town. 


Another dispatch says the Boors are 


gathering in force at Dewdrop, south 
of Ladysmith, while others are ad- 
vancing from the oast over tbe Holp- 
mokaar road. This indicates that 
they are trying to surround Lady- 
smith. 


Genoral Buller has landed in Cape 


Town and 6,000 fresh British troops 
are due there on Sunday. They will 
continue to arrive until 28,000 have 
landed. 


The Boers are absolutely confident 


of their ultimate triumph and believe 
the whole of Natal already, practical 
ly, is in their hands. 


White Takes the Blame. 


London, Nov. 1.—All England ia 


startled at news of the first severe 
defeat to the British. Gen. White, wir- 
ing from Ladysmith at midnight, re- 
ports as follows: 
"The column sent 


to guard the hill on our left flank, in- 
cluding the Royal Irish Fusiliers, the 
Tenth 
Mountain Battery 
and the 


Gloucester Regiment wt,r«» surrounded 
in the hills and, after losing heavily, 
'lad to capitulate. The casualties hava 
not yet been ascertained. A Boer or- 
derly has come into our lines under a 
flag of truce with letters from the sur- 
vivor? of the captured column, asking 
for assistance to bury tfie dead. I fear 
there is no doubt of the truth of tbe 
report of the column's capture. I 
formed the plan in the working out of 
which the disaster occurred, and am 
alone responsible. The troops are not 
blameworthy, as their position was un- 
tenable." 


Re-opened The Fire. 


Ladysmith. Nov. 1.—The Boer guns 


reopened their firing and have kept 
up a shelling of the town. They used 
the big siege guns silenced Monday, 
which, it was hoped, had been per- 
manently disabled. The situation ia 
critical. Four hours after the British 
returned to Camp the Boers reoccu- 
pled all of their old positions. 


White May Hold Out. 


Durban, Natal, Nov. 1.—Gen. White 


wires that he is able to maintain nis 
position. No attempt was made to 
carry Ladysmith by storm, the Boers 
contenting themselves by keeping up 
a heavy artillery fire during the day. 
Communication with Ladysmith is 
still maintained. The Boer recon- 
noitering party along the Tugela 
river is reported to have retired. 


Roosevelt Speaks in Boston. 


Boston. Nov. 1.—Gov. Theodore 


Roosevelt reached here Tuesday. He 
was met at the South Station by Sen- 
ator Henry Cabot Lodge and the Hon. 
George Von L. Meyer. National Com- 
mitteeman from this State and chair- 
man of the reception committee of the 
Republican Club. The Governor was 
taken to a friend's house to get a few 
hours' rest before the Republican Club 
dinner in Music Hall in the evening, 
at which he spoke. 


Fish Laws Violated ln~Alaaka. 


Seattle, Nov. 1.—The United States 


revenue cutter Perry has returned 
from a five months' cruise in Alaska. 
Captain Kilgrove says he found sev- 
eral flagrant violations of the fish laws 
and regulation* on. tbe part of certain 
cannery corporations. They are fenc- 
ed in one particular stream, prevent- 
ing tbe salmon from reaching thoir 
•pawning grounds. The matter has 


reported to the government.

FAMINE IN SILVER. 


Fractional Curcncy is Threatened by 


a Heavy Demand. 


Owing to tb.e heavy demand for 


small change a famine m silver frac- 
tional currency is threatened. During 
the last two weeks $1,500,000 in frac- 
tional silver has been withdrawn from j 
the Treasury, leaving a balance of a 
little more than $3,000,000. 
At the 


close of the last fiscal year there was 
$12,000,000 worth of this fractional 
currency in stock. 


Inasmuch as the withdrawals for a 


number of years up to 1898 amounted 
to about $1,500,000 annually, the in- 
crease in the demand lor the currency 
is regarded by the Treasury officials 
as one of the most significant signs 
of prosperous times. 


The Treasury officials are somewhat 


worried over the situation, as there is 
additional fractional currency, and it 
is feared it will be impossible to honor 
requisitions for these coins within a 
short time. 


Under the law of Jjaly 22, 1876, the 
subsidiary currency of, the country 
was changed to silver, and provision 
was for the redemption of fractional 
paper currency which had been in use 
during the war. 
This law fixed $50,- 


000,000 as the limit to which fraction- 
al coin could be minted. During the 
period of paper money the stock of 
fractional silver coin was exported tb 
Central and South American countries, 
where it passed at its face value. 


The Treasury officials coined up to 


the $50,000,000 limit, and afterward 
when specie payments were resumed 
this old subsidiary coin began coming 
back. 
Under the resumpion act it 


was redeemable in gold, and it was 
presented for redemption so rapidly 
that at one time over $36,000,000 worth 
of It accumulated in the Treasury. 
With the amount of old subsidiary 
coin redeemed under the act of 1879 
the total stock of this form of cur- 
rency amounts to about $76,000,000. 
A few years ago half this amount was 
held In the Treasury, but to-day there 
is but $3,636,$69. 


Tlie Origin of Confetti 


"Confetti" was invented by accident. 


A big printing house in Tans used to 
[uru out millions of almanacs yearly, 
each with a small hole punched iu the 
•onier to receive vi metallic' eyelet. An 
enormous quantity of the tiny paper 


1 roles accumulated. These were sent 
to the paper makers, and would be so 
disposed of <?ti)l had not chance and 
the smart proprietor turned them to 
profit. According to the "Family Doe- 
tor," it happens that two of the work- 
men were having a little dispute. Sud- 
denly one ol" them caught up a handful 
of the paper circlets and threw them 
in the other's fnee. 


The other workmen joined in. and in 


the nudhi of the engagement the pro- 
pi letor appeared. Far 
from getting 


ansrry, he told one of the men to Jill 
n paper bag A\ith the circles and take 
them to liix house. That night he en- 
gatred a seat in the gallery at the 
opera, and during the dames showered 
the paper down on the heads of the 
j>oople below. The idea caught on Im- 
mensely, and he invented special ma- 
chines'for mamifaottiring the confetti. 
One has only to walk through Pans 'H* 
Brussels din-in-: carnival to get an idea 
of the quantity of these little circles 
used. In Paris alone during the three 
:lnvs' carnival of the Boeuf (Jra.s there 
weie -00 tons of the confetti used. 


Making Brass Instruments 


The Itoll of a brass hand instrument, 


which is the big end. extending back 
to the bow or lirst bend, is made of a 
single piece of metal which was origi- 
nally flat. The pattern bv which the 
metal is cut is of the shape that a 
bell would have if it were slit straight 
down the side from end to end and 
then flattened out. When 
the 
flat 


piece of metal from which a 1)^11 i« 
formed has been cut out by such a 
pattern, it is bent by hand over a 
rod until the edge:, meet. The seam ia 
brazed, and the piece of metal now has 
ts trumpet-shaped form, 
but 
with 


nany little more or less uneven places 
u the thin metal. 
Tbe bell is then placed upon a wood 


m mandrel, a form which fills the in- 
[crior of the boll from end to- end and 
is of the size and shape to which the 
i>ell is to be conformed. The inequali- 
ties in the surface of the metal arc 
then worked out of it by hand with 
wooden hammers, the bell being re 
,>e.atc«lly dr'veu down upon Hie man 
Irel. When the bell lift* at las»f 
been 


brought in this manner substantially 
to its true form 
it is 
finished 
and 


to its perfect smoothness of 


surface in a spinning machine.

QUITE A CURIOSITY. 


An old Henry rifle war. brought into 


the city today for repairs. This rifle 
was the predecessor of the Winchester 
repeater, and is a curiosity.

breech work is of brass aud is curiously 
engraved. The magazine is located un- 
der the barrel, as in the modern models, 
but a narrow slit running tbe whole 
length exposes the cartridges to view. 
To load, the spring inside the magazine 
is pushed up towards tho muzzle, then 
a few inches of the muzzle swings to 
one side and the cartridges can be 
dropped doVn into the magazine. The 
swinging part is only a loose jacket on 
the barrel so does not interfere with the 
shooting of tbe rifle, although at first 
glance it seems as if tbe barrel was 
sliced in two pieces. The shell ejecting 
arrangement is much like that used in 
the modern rifle.
